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programs that we have outstate and have them come home to
roost in the regional centers is exactly what 1is going to
happen, then you are going to pay for all of it at state
leve] and it is going to be a much bigger bill than we
have today. So 1 think we are being penny wise and pound
foolish if we do not help these areas establish some sort
of a system with the state and with the counties that is
reasonable. With the counties seven percent lid, they are
just not going to be able to fund them without help and
you know that and 1 know that. So | guess it is a matter
of what we want to do. If we could help these ccunties

in these mental health areas stay in operation until we
find out what, the federalism program will do, we certainly
would be helping ourselves. I am kind of surprised at
Senator Johnson because he usually is in favor of all Kkinds
of programs that help those less fortunate than we are and
this 1is exactly what we are doing out in our counties,

and the counties 1 think are trying very hard to maintain
the mental health centers that we have and it is just going
to be an impossible task unless we can give them some Kkind
of help so the fees can be counted and that other money,
donations, whatever it might be, fee money, can help them

survive. So with that, | hope that we can see thirty green
lights up there. I would ask the Speaker, well, go ahead
and see what happens but 1 imagine we will have to have a

Call of theHouse. With that 1 close and plead with you,
you are notraising the taxes to the state with this bill.
You are not;exempting counties from paying what they are
now paying. Thank you.
